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-Rejoice with trembling. 

TH E Senfe of thefc Words is tod 
plain to need any Explication ; and 
with Regard to the Pfalm they be- 
long to, it is fufficient for our prefent 
Purpofe to fay, that tho' in its firft and primary 
Senfe, it relates to David, and exprefles his 
Joy and Triumph in his Advancement ^o the 
Throne of Ifrael, notwithftanding the many 
Obftacles that lay in his Way, and the bitter 
Spite of his implacable Enemies ; yet whoever 
looks carefully over the Compofure, confi- 
ders the Grandeur of many of the Expref- 
lions, the Account of the Extent of the 
Kingdom here talked of, that the King fet ift 
the holy Hill of Zion, fliould have the Heathen 
for his Inheritance, and the uttermofl Farts of 
the Earth for lis Poff'eJlion, (Things which 
David never had, and never expefted) mud 
needs conclude, that a greater than David is 
here ; and that the Pfalm, in its moft fublime 
and higheft Senfe, is no other than a prophetic 
Account of that Kingdom of Chrift, which 
would one Day be fet up in the World, and 
triumph over every Oppofition that would be 
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made to it : That, confcquently, every In- 
ftance in which the Caufe and Kingdom of 
Chrift gains any fignal Advantage over its Ene- 
mies, gives this Prophecy a ncv/ AccompHlL- 
ment and we hope it will be fulfilling from 
Age to Age, till all the Enemies of Chrift Jha/I 
become his Foot/lool. 

I have taken my Text out of this prophetic 
Pfalm, bccaufe I think it is a Scripture that is 
THIS Dav fulfilled in our Ears : Thofe who 
are as truly Enemies to Chrift, and as much 
Strangers to the Spirit of the GofpeJ, as the 
Heathens^ have lately raged^ and the People have 
imagined (bleffed be the Name of God) a vain 
Things and what they have not been able to 
accomplifl>. The Kings of the Earth have fet 
themfelveSy and the Rulers have took Cpunfel to- 
gether againjl the Lord^ and againjl his pointed ; 
Sayings Let us break their Bands in funder^ and let 
us cajl away their Cords Jrom lis : But he that 
Jitteth in the Heavens has laughed^ the Lord has 
had them in Derifion : His King is fet on his holy 
Hill, of Zion, and^ we truft, will break them 
with a Rod of Iron^ and dajh them in Pieces 
like a Potter' sVefjcl. 

And, as the Pfalm contains a very lively 
Defcription of the Happinefs of this Day ; fo 
the Words of my Text contain a juft Account 
of the Tiuty we are this Day called to by royal 
Authority. Of the Propriety of the Ufe I niake 
of them, you may judge by the Words of the 
King's Proclamation^ which I (hall take leave 

to

tp read over to you, not only as it declares the 
Bufinefs we are come about, but as it alfo 
breathes a Spirit both of Religion and Liberty, 
that I am fure will make every Heart here 
rejoice. 

We do (fays our gracious Sovereign) moft 
devoutly and thankfully acknowledge the 
Goodnefs of Almighty God, who hath afforded 
us Proteition and Affiftance, and given Succefs 
to our Counfels and Arms in fupprefling the 
late unnatural Rebellion, raifed within this 
Kingdom by wicked and d^iperate Men, fup- 
ported by our Enemies abroad, and formed to 
depof^ and murder us, fiibvert the Religion, 
Laws and Liberties of pur Kingdom, and fet 
on the Throne thereof 4 Popifli Pretender, 
bred up and inftri^cled iii Romijh Superftition 
and arbitrary Principles j whereby we and 
thefe Kingdoms are delivered from the Cala- 
mities of an inteftine War, and the publick 
Peace is reftored : And therefore, duly confi- ^ 
de.ring, that fuch great aqd publick Bleffings 
c^ll for fokmn and publick Acknowledge- 
ments, We have thought fit by the Advice 
of our Privy-Council, to iflue this bur royal 
Proclamation ; hereby appointing and com- 
manding. That a general Thankfgiving to Al- 
mighty God, for his Mercies, be obferved 
throughout England^ &c- OSlober 9. Arid 
we do ftriaiy charge and command that the 
faid pubUck Day of Thankfgiving be religioufly 
* pbfervpd by all our loving Subjeds, as they 
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tender the Favour of Almighty God, and upon 
' Pain of faffering fuch Punilhments as we may 
jtjftly inflidt on all fuch, as fhall contemn or 
negledt fo religious and neceffary a Duty. 

As I Tcnow of no better way to promote the 
royal Intentions, and devoutly and thankfully 
acknowledging the Goodnefs of Almighty God^ 
than to rejoice with tremblings I ftiall 
fliew, 

L Wliat Reafons we have to rejoice in our lat€ 
Deliverance. 

II. What ' Reafons there are why we fhould 
rejoice with trembling. 

III. How thelb mixed AfFediions of Joy with 
tremblings will operate and exprels them- 
felves, fo as to fuit the Defign of fuch a Day 
as this. 

I. I propofe to fhew, what great Reafons we 
have to rejoice in our late Deliverance. 

The Things which God has done for us, are 
fo very great, that we have no need to fearch very 
deep for Reafons of rejoicing. Thefe lie fo 
thick and fo much on the Surface, that it is a 
greater Difficulty to fort than to find them. 
They crowd fofaft upon a thinking Mind, that 
we hardly know where to begin ^ and when 
we have begun, where to make an End. I 
fiiali no doubt mifs of many which others in 
their Meditations may fall upon, but I (hall 
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comprehend all that may rife to my Mind, 
under the following Heads. 

I. One Reafon we have to rejoice in the 
late Mercy of God to us, will arife out of the 
Confideration of what God has delivered us 
from i and thefe are the two greateft and moft 
fubftahtial Mifchiefs that human Nature can 
poffibly fee] : I mean arbitrary Power 
and PopEkY, There are fome among us, 
who profefs to fee no Connexion between the 
Succefs of the late Rebellion, and the horrible 
Things now mentbned j or at leaft none that 
is probable, and likely to take any EfFedl. 
They pretend to think that the Succefs of the 
Rebellion, Would only have fettled him whom 
they call the right Heir on the Throne ; and 
then Things would have gone on in their lifual 
Courfc, and the Proteftant Religion and the 
Liberties of England^ would be as fecure under 
him, as under the Powers that now be 5 efpe- 
cially with a little of their ufual Care and 
Watchfulnefs. If any of this Sort of People 
are fincere in thefe Sentiments, (tho* this is 
what I much fufpeft, and that the Men who 
talk in this Strain, will commonly be found, 
either Papifts in Difguife, or Men of no Relir 
gion at all ; who only want to riot in the Spoils 
of a ruined People) but if there are any Protef- 
tants and Engltjhmen really in thefe Senti- 
ments, they are the moft impofed on and de-^ 
luded that ever Men were : They fondly che- 
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rifti an Opinion which both Fad: and Rcafou 
(hew the extreme Weakness of. 

The prefent Pretender to the Crown, is pn 
all Han^s allowed to be a very warm and zear 
loos Papift J and we may fuppofe as much by 
confideripg where he refides, and who has all 
^long maintained him : Judge now what 
Change we fhould have for our Religion and 
Liberties, by only looking back and obferving 
yf/hat his fuppo/ed F'dthtv did, and the panger 
vvhich he in the Time of his fjiort Reign 
brought thefe Interests" into : None could pro- 
mife more folemnly to fuppprt the Proteftant 
Religion and the Liberties of Englan4 than he 
did I apd yet he had not reigned long, before 
>ve faw Popery coming in upon us likq a Flood, 
^nd a Power aflumed by him to difpenfe with 
the facred apd falutary La\ys of the Englijh^ 
Conftitution : So barefaced and bloody did hi^ 
Defigns appear, that a great many pf thofe 
who loved his Perfon and Family, and after^ 
wards hated his imnaortal Succcflbr^ rofe up 
againft hini to refcue pur Religion apd Liber- 
ties out of his deftrqying Hands : J{ow as Po- 
pery, by the Spirit of whjch he was adtcd, is 
jftill the fame, what Reafon can there be to 
think, that the Son would not make the fame 
Attempt which his pretended Father did ? efpe- 
cially when we Conlider, how whetted wc may 
naturally fuppofe him to be againft; that Nation 
qnd thofe LaAVS, which have Icept him fo long 
out of his pretended Right : But that the inno* 
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cent muft fufFer with the guilty, and wife Meri 
with Fools, it were almoft a Pity, but thofe 
among us, who are inclined to favour his 
Title, (hould have a Sample of his Govern- 
ment ; and feel what Sort of a King a Perfon 
bred up in the Maxims of France and Rome^ 
would make to a proteftant and free People : 
Experience perhaps might cure them of their 
Zeal tho* nothing elfe will : For if the Father 
chaflifedus with Whips y the Son would chaf^ 
tije us with Scorpions. 

And common Senfe and Reafon fpeaks as 
loudly againft this childifli Notion, as Fa<ft and 
Hiftory. 

If this Rebellion had fucceeded, and a Papift 
had been fixed on the Throne, under fuch an 
one, what Security in the Earth could we have 
had for our Religion and Liberties ? Such an 
one would be naturally inclined, nay he is in 
Confcience, and upon Pain of Damnation ob- 
liged to ufe his utmoft Endeavours to extirpate 
them ; confequently, the more he is a Man of 
Confcience, fo much the worfe King muft he 
. be to a proteftant ' People, and the more have 
we to fear from him.- Befides, be his Religion 
what it will, fuppofe him to be a Papift, or 
if you will, fuppofe him to be. a Man of no 
Religion at all, only confider his Dependencies 
and Obligations : France and Rome have been 
his great Supporters all along ; they have paid 
the main Charges of the late Expedition ; they 
don't ufe to la tour for nothing : What other 
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then can We fuppofe to be the Bargain betweefi 
him and them, but that, if he fucceeded, as 
ibon as (hould be found convenient, be (hould 
give up our Liberties to the one, and our Re-- 
ligion to the other. 

Thefe Confiderations put it beyond all reafo- 
nable doubt, that virhat God has now done for 
us, is a Deliverance from arbitrary Power and 
Popery: And is not this a Reafon why w€ 
fhould rejoice? ^ , 

Let us only confidcr the Dreadfulnefs of 
thefe two Evils. 

In our prefent happy Circumftances, we are 
governed by Laws to which we all give our 
Confent by our Reprefentatives j and any of 
which the Authority of Parliament can repeal, 
if they are found inconvenient or burthenlbme 
to the Community ; but under an arbitrary 
Power there is no Law but the King's Will 
and Pleafure : As our Laws are of our own 
making, they are defigned to guard and fecure 
our Rights and civil Properties j but under a 
defpotic Government you have nothing that 
you can call your own j but at the royal Plea- 
fure you may be deprived of your Children, 
your Eftates, and every Fruit of your Indhllry- 
One often wonders how the Kingdom of 
France is able to furnifti fuch vaft Sums of Men 
and Money, to maintain thofe unjuft and 
bloody Wars wherein their Kings hdivc^ for tbeir 
(rlory, from Time to Time engaged : Here 
you have a delicious Taftc of the Fruits of ar- 
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arbitrary Power : Neither the Inclinations or 
Interefts of the poor Vidlims themfelves, arc in 
the leaft confulted j but when their Monarch 
takes a Fancy to fend a hundred thoufand Men 
againft a Neighbour Nation, that refufes to 
ifow down that he'may go over^ and wants Mo- 
ney to fupport the Projed:, 'tis only to ^aflefs 
every Province and Parifli in fuch a Quaatity 
of both as he has Occafion for, and his royal 
Will muft be fubmitted to. If there is any 
Equity obferved, 'tis only in this, that he 
fleeces them all alike, and does not deftroy and 
impoverifti one Part of his JCingdond faflcr 
than the other. To fomething of this kind it 
muft, in Time, have come among us, if God 
for our Sins had fuffered this Rebellion to have 
fucceeded. There would to be fure have been 
hearty Struggles for Liberty, in a Nation to 
which Liberty was become conftitutional, and 
where its Principles were fo well underftood : 
but, if this accurfed Scheme had fucceeded, 
all who would have had the Spirit to ftand up 
for Liberty, muft by one means or another 
have fallen in its Defence, and the reft muft 
have tamely fubmitted to whatever their lordly 
Tafkmafters would have impofed. 

Great Britain is not only the Dwelling- 
place of fweet Liberty, but the Nurfe and Tu- 
tor of it for the Advantage of Europe : The 
Nations abroad fee the Grandeur and Happinefs 
that refults to England^ from the Refidence of 
Liberty among us ; and are, no doubt, panting

for that lovely Form among themfelves : For' 
this the Kings of the Earth hate us, as giving 
ill Documents to the Continent ; and efpecially 
he of France^ our near Neighbour and mortal 
Eneffiy ; and what muft havje been the EfFecft 
of the Succefsof this Rebellion, Brought hi- 
ther|by bis Affiftance, our King would have 
been but his Viceroy, and our Nation no- 
thing but his Province : He would have mo-* 
delled our Government by the lyiaxims of his 
own ) awed us with his Forces, foftened us 
with his Fafhions, and in one way or another 
have fupprefs'd every Spark and Breathing of 
Liberty among us : We (hould have been 
doubly Slaves; Slaves to thofe who would have 
been Slaves to him. 

Another Confequence of the Succefs of this 
Rebellion would have been the Introduction of 
Popery : In this Nation, at leaft. Popery and 
arbitrary Power will always go Hand in Hand^ 
and the one accompany the other : As an Evi-' 
dence of this, it is worth obferving that the 
Party among us that have favoured the one, 
have always had a leaning towards the other ; 
and thofe who have difliked the one, have 
ever oppofed the other ; well knowing, that in 
England^ thefe are two Things that muft ftand 
and fall together ^ and in Truth, what are they 
but the fame Thing ading in different Ways ? 
What is Popery but arbitrary Power pver the 
Confcience ? And what is arbitrary Power hut 
civil Popery ? And where they both prevail, 
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what is it but a wicked Bargain betweea 
Priefts, and Princes, to grind ,the People be- 
twixt them, and to make themfelves great at 
the Price of the Happinefs of Mankind ? ' 

To give you a Portraiture of Popery, I 
ought to dip my Pencil in the moft black and 
bloody Colours ; it is fuch a Complication of 
ftupia jibfurdity and bellijh Cruelty^ as nothing 
in the World befides can equal : The Religion 
of JefuSy the Religion of the Gofpel^ is a faith- 
Jul Sayings and worthy of all Acceptation : Tho* 
it contains many Things which unaflifted Rea- 
fon could never difcover, it contains nothing 
but what true Reafon pronounces, upon the 
Difcovery, worthy of God to reveal, and fit 
for Man to aflent to, and acquiefce in ; its 
Fads are fully, attefted, its Doftrines credible, 
its Precepts pure and holy ; its Spirit mild and 
gentle 5 its Conftitution fuited to the real Cir- 
cumftances of human Nature, and its great 
and ultimate Defign evidently to form Man- 
kind by Faith and HoHnefs, in this World for 
Felicity, and the full Perfedtion of their Na- 
tures in a future State : Chriftianity in this its 
native and original Purity we have and profefs, 
and it is our higheft earthly Happinefs, that as 
a People we are allowed fo to do : But what 
had been the Cafe if Popery had come in upon 
us ? The Ufe of our Bibles would foon have 
been forbidden to us, our Temples would have 
been flvat up, and inftead of the pure Word 
and Inftitutions of the Gofpels, we muft have 
C 2 taken 



taken the Law from the Mouth of a forry 
Prieft : All the monftrous Dodlrines of that 
moft corrupt Communion muft have been be- 
lieved, all its grois Superftition and Idolatry 
muft have been pradifed, and all the Fopperies 
of its Worfliip attended upon. No Matter 
how much common Senfe recoiled at thcfe 
Things, no Matter how contrary they appeared 
to our Underftandings inftrufted out of the 
Word of God ^ common Senfe would have 
been earn. ' Reafoning ; our Interpretations of 
the Scripture would have been Herefy ; and 
infte&d of arguing with us for our Con- 
vidtion, Fire and Faggot muft have been our 
Inftruftors : The Flames of Stnithfield would 
have been lighted up again, and this Proteftant 
Kingdom muft have been once more fuch a 
Field of Blood as it was iq the Days of Popijh 
Queen Mary. Look over the Englijh Marty- 
rologies, read the Hiftory of the hellifti Inqui- 
fition, think of the Maffacres 'of Paris and Ire- 
land : All thefe are only the Arts of Popery to 
to fupport and propagate her Caufe : When 
(he has made herfelf drunk with the Blood of 
the Saints and Martyrs of Jefus^ fhe has 
/ thought fhe has been doing God good Service ; 
fhe has been butading in her true Spirit, and 
agreeably to her profelTed Principles : Up to 
thefe Principles flie would have acted here, if 
this Rebellion had fucceeded, and Popery once 
more got Footing in this Nation : Their De- 
figns have b^en fo often defeated, that had they 
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fucceeded now, there is Reafon to believe that 
they would have rooted out every Fibre of 
Proteftantifm, and of every thing that might 
give them any Difturbance in their new Ac- 
quifition. 

2. Another Reafon we have for rejoicing in 
our late Deliverance, is the Confideration of 
the Manner in which it was wrought out. 
The Evils we are delivered from, are fo great 
and dreadful, that we have reafon to rejoice 
in our Deliverance, let it come how it would : 
There is hardly need of any Circumftance to 
heighten the Relifti of our Happinefs; but 
there are really a great many, which thofe who 
are wife, will confider and obferve. 

To whofe Negligence it was owing, that the 
late Rebellion, at lirft, but as a Cloud no bigger 
than a Man's Handy was permitted to gather 
to fuch a threatning Storm, it becomes not me 
to fay, tho' we hope Time will difcover : But 
the all- wife God overrules all Events for good ; 
if we had not been in fo much Danger, we 
fhduld not have had fuch an Opportunity to 
obferve the Footfteps of Providence, nor fuch 
a loud Call to rejoice in God's Salvation. All 
our national Deliverances, from the beginning 
of the Reformation down to this Day, have 
had the Finger of God evidently upon them ; 
but if in any beyond the reft, he has made bare 
bis AriUy and diftinguifhed it as a Salvation 
wrought out by his own Almighty Power, it 
is in that we are rejoycing in this Day, 
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The Compleatnefs of the Vidory obtained 
at CuUoden^ Is another Circumftancc in our 
Deliverance, that give us Reafon to rejoice. 
The Rebels might have been routed there, and 
yet have coUedted their Forces again, and foon 
have been ready for another Battle > but God 
fo infpired our Army under the Eye, Exam-- 
pie and Command of their royal General, that 
the Rebels had an entire and total Defeat. The 
few that were left unflain and untaken, have 
been forced to skulk in Corners, and (belter 
themfelves under the Protedion of their native 
inacceffible Mountains ; and all their Profpedt 
of annoying us, at leaft for this Time, is 
gone. 

To the Compleatnefs of the Vidory, I ftiall 
only add the Cheapnefs of it : Tho' their 
Numbers, by all Accounts, exceeded ours, 
how inconfiderable was the Lofs on our fide ? 
I believe Hiftory can hardly produce a Vidtory, 
and a Slaughter fo great, with fo little Lofs on 
the fide of the Conquerors. 'Tis true, one 
Life of a free Britotiy is worth a thoufand of 
theirs^ but in a mere military Computation 
our Lofs was as nothing. 

I fhall clofe this Head vvith obferving, what 
vaft Things depended on the Event of that 
Day : Our all was really at Stake in the Field 
of CuUoden. Had they conquered there, be- 
fides the bloody Order that was iflfued out to 
give no Quarter, the Execution of which 
would have been the Murder of a royal Army, 
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\Vho can tell what the End would have been ? 
I tremble but to think of it. Our Spirits would 
have been quite broken j two Difappointments 
had funk them low enough before ; *tis highly 
probable, their Friends and Abettors thro' the 
Nation, would directly have raifed Infurfec- 
tions 3 we know, in fome Places, they were 
only waiting for a Victory therej as their Signal 
for rifing : Fluftied with their Succefles, the 
Rebels would have poured. Sword in Hand^ 
into England ; and, very likely, by this Time, 
we Ihould have feen the vyhole Land a Scene 
of Blood and Defolation. 

3. The Confideration of the happy Confe- 
quences of our late Deliverance, furniflies ano- 
ther Reaibn for our rejoicing to-day. Tho* 
we arc, to be fure, the happieft Nation on 
Earth, and ought to think fo, if there had 
be^in no fuch Difturbance, as we have lately 
feen, to make us fenfible of it ; yet we partake 
of the common Imperfedlion of human Na- 
ture, never to be fo apprized of the. Value of 
any Bleiling, as when we have found ourfelves 
likely to lofe it : What abundant Reafon then 
have we to prize and rejoice in this Salvation, 
that revives in fome Meafure our finking and 
decaying Trade, reftores our domeftic Peace^ 
gives Reft to our Nights, and frees us from 
the fad and fearful Apprehenfions we were un- 
der, when the Sons of Violence had ruflied 
into the Heart of the Kingdom, and were 
threatning this Capital : Let us recall, my 
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Friends, the Days and Nights of Fear and 
Terror, we had this Time twelve Months, fof^ 
our Religion and Properties, our Wives, Huf- 
bands and Children, and every thing that was 
dear to us in this World ; and let thefe be the 
Meafure of our Joy to-day. Juft fo much 
Apprehenfion and Terror as you had Rcafon 
for then, juft fo much Joy you have Reafbn 
for now. 

The Scenes of Providence, in this laft Year, 
have been Scenes of great Inftruftion, if we 
will open our Minds to the Difcipline of tliem : 
Our Danger has been as admoniftiing as our 
Deliverance ; and (like a Storm that purifies 
the Air, and makes the Trees by being (hook 
by it bear better) may have its Benefits. The 
Storm has been terrible, but now it is happily 
over 5 let us fee if we cannot gather up even 
fome Wrecks of it that may be ufeful. 

The Dread which by fome has been for- 
merly expreffed of a Pdpifli Pretender, I have 
obferved to have been laughed at by others as a 
Phantom ; and laughed at by thofe who knew 
\ it was no Phantom : To lull us afleep, while 
the Tares were fowing, we have been faced 
down, that we were in no Danger from that 
Quarter j but furely what we have lately feen, 
will ever after this excite our Caution and 
Watchfulnefs. 

We had loft a great deal of the ancient 
Englijh Senfe of the Malignity of the Popifti 
Supcrftition : Our People in general confidered 
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Popery as fome bad Thing, but knew not 
fufficiently what Reafon there was for very 
terrible Apprehenfions of it : The Danger we 
have been in of its overrunning us, the bitter 
Tafte we have had of its Spirit, has led us to 
enquire more carefully into its Nature and ge- 
nuine Principles 5 and I hope the EfFedl is fuch 
a Deteftation of Popery, as will not wear but 
in one Age. 

The bad and even licentious Ufe that had 
been made of a good Thing, I mean the Liberty 
of the Prefs and Conversation, had alienated 
the Minds of fome fuperficial Thinkers from 
the royal Family ; many bafe and contemptuous 
Things have been vented, even to the not fpa- 
ring Majefty itfclf 3 but furely the way God 
has taken to favc us, by the direct Inftrumen- 
tality of the Duke ; fufFering us to be repeats 
edly difappointed till he drew h}s Sword, "and 
caufing Vidlory immediately to follow where- 
ever he came, muft ftop the Mouth of Ca- 
lumny, and will for ever conciliate the higheft 
Veneration and Efteem of that Family, one 
young Hero of which, infpired with the mar- 
tial Spirit of liis royal Father, and affifted by 
the God of Battles, in one Hour^ and by one 
great Stroke^ faved this Nation from Ruin. If 
evtr we (hould grow cool and indifferent to 
fuch a Family, we deferve to be forfaken both 
of God and Man ; and I am fure, the fame 
Confideration that obliges -us to honour and 
love this Family, obliges us to defpife the Pre^ 
D 2 tendef 
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tender and his : Had the poor Wretch, who 
was at the Head of this Expedition, tho' he 
called himfelf a Prince^ had the Spirit of a 
Mariy he would never, in the Day of Battle, 
have lurked in the Rear of his own Troops, 
^ fled on the very firft Signal of a Retreat, and 
left his Friends to the Fury of the Sword, or. 
the Jufticc of the Scaffold or Gallows 5 he had 
inore to get than our noble and valiant Duke, 
and lefs to lofe than many that ventured their 
Lives on his iide ; and if he had been a Man 
of any Courage or Honour, he would have ta- 
ken the Fate of thofe whom he had deluded 
into his Intereft, and fpilt the laft Drop of hi$ 
Blood at leaf! in his own Caufe ; but it is 
a bafe and coward Family 5 he adled now 
the very fame thing which his Father did 
above tiurty Years a^rOj and they have all dif^ 
coveri^d 5 Spint,for which they ought to ftinkin 
the K^'ilriis or Ejiopc, of their Friends as 

The Aiiimofities and Divifions that have 
been of \yi<; Years among u?, the unrcafonable 
CornplMnts t!jat have hc<in made of every 
Mcaiure ot l;ib Majcily's Admiinftratioa in- 
difcriminatciy, were feme of the Things that 
cncouraiged and brought this Rebellion on j 
and the Enemies of our Country joined with 
and fomented them, with a view that they 
might have this Effe<ft : The Pretender has 
fiakedly told us, that, by our own Accounts, 
he found we were quite uneafy and diffatisficd, 

and 
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and he (good Man) only came to redrcfs our 
fad Grievances^ and, of a ruined and miferable, 
to make us a happy People. I hope the 
Danger we have been in, will teach us more 
Modefty and Wifdom, and contribute to damp 
that libertine Spirit, which was one of the 
Things by which the Pretender profefles him- 
felf to have been invited hither. The Ene- 
mies of our Country will foon renew their old 
Arts, but let every Englijhman beware of being 
feduced by them. 

Once more ; The virulent Ufage his Ma- 
jefty has fometimes met with, one may na- 
turally fuppofe (judging of what paffes in an- 
other's Brcaft by what one feels in one's own) 
to have produced in his royal Mind (bme Suf- 
picions of the Zeal and Affection of his People 
to his Perfon and Government j and, knowing 
the Uprightnefs of his own Heart and Defigns, 
pvery thing of this kind muft be very irkfome 
and grievous to him ; but the Circumftances 
we have lately been under have had this double 
good Ufe, to fliew the Loyalty and Zeal of the 
People towards their King, and the truly pa- 
ternal Regard of our King to his People ; and, 
in fliort, to prove that both King and People 
loved each other better than, perhaps, before 
either thought the other did: To the ever- 
lafting Mortification of the Enemies of both, 
fuch a Spirit of Zeal and Unanimity has ap- 
peared in the People, for the Support of his 
Majefty's Perfon and Government, as hardly 

any 
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any Age can equal ; and it has been retarncd 
on his fide with equal Ardour of AfFcdion, ia 
that fatherly Affurance he has given us from 
the Throne, that the Loyalty and Zeal of bis 
People, on the late Occafion, Jhall never be 
forgotten by him. 

4. The laft Reafon for rejoicing in our late 
Deliverance which I fliall mention, is the Un- 
worthinefs of the People for whom it was 
wrought out. , The greater our Unworthinefs, 
the more is the Goodncfs of God magnified in 
our Salvation, and the louder the Call we have 
for rejoicing. The Favour God has (hewn us^ 
is not for the fake of our Right eoufnefs and the 
Vprigbtnefs of our Handj?, but that his Good- 
nefs might win upon our Gratitude, and lead us 
to Repentance, or elfe witir a Defign of pre* 
ferying Religion and Liberty in thefe Nations 
to the next Age, who may make a better- Im- 
provement of both. 

When Rebellion made its Appearance a- 
mong us, obferving Men faw many natural 
and moral Prognofticks of its Succefs, and fome 
judicial ones : Our Divifions had alienated our 
Hearts from one another, and fo inflamed the 
Minds of fome, that in their Fury they were 
ready to join with any Fadlion, that would 
give them a Prpfpeit of (hewing their Refcnt- 
ment, and crufliing their Enemies : Our Lux- 
ury, Love of Pleafure, and exceffive Eipence 
to fupport it, had enervated the Minds of fome^ 
and made them very unfit to encounter the 

hardy 
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ha^dy Creatures who were coming up againft 
us J had ruined the Fortunes of others^ and 
made them ready to join with any, the moft 
defperate, Scheme, in which they might pof- 
libly reprieve and repair them ; and among 
fuch as thefe Rebellion knew it (hould find a- 
many Friends and Supporters : Our too vifible 
Indifference to all Religion gave our Enemies 
a ftrong Prefumption, that we would venture 
very little for that we made Profeffion of, and 
that we would be eafy to admit Popery or any 
thing : And I cannot but fay, that it is provi^ 
dentially happy that our Religion and civil 
Rights were ftruck at in the fame Blow; but 
for the fettled Connexion there is between 
thefe two, and that in this Nation they muft 
live and die together, poor, I am afraid, is the 
Stand that many among us would have made ; 
fuppofing his civil Property fecure, what does 
the Man, who has no Senfe of Religion on his 
Heart, care which Profeffion is uppermoft h 
Befides thefe natural and moral Prognofticks 
of Danger, there was this judicial one; If 
there is a God that judgeth in the Earth as 
well as in the Heavens^ 2ind he has thatjea- 
loufy for his Name and Honour, which are 
effential to his Nature, his permitting our Ene- 
mies to come out againft us, and to obtain -the 
Succefs they did, was an awful Token, and 
obliged us to fear that he defigned them as the 
Rod of his yinger and the Staff of his Indigna^ 
tion againft a profane, impenitent and hypo- 
critical 
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critical Nation : He has not proceeded to de-- 
ferved Extremities, but in the midji of Judg^ 
ment he has remembered Mercy : If any thing 
can be a Reafon for our rejoicing, it is this, 
that God has &ved us when we had merited 
Deftrudtion, and were well nigh ripe for it. 

And this naturally leads my Thoughts to 
the 

lid Head of my Difcourfe, which was to 
fhew, what Reafon we have with our Joy to 
mix Irembling. 

I would by no means cafl a Cloud over the 
Glory of this Day. As it is a Day of Joy, that 
ihall continue its diftinguithing Charaderiftic ; 
but as a Day of Thankfgiving to Almighty 
God, a great deal of Serioufnefs becomes it 
too : Our Affcdtions of every kind are apt to 
run into Extremes, and that of Joy as readily 
as any of the reft ; many Things may b.e 
thought of that without extingui(hing our Joy 
will make it temperate and fober, and I think 
fuch a Mixture makes the beft Incenfe that can 
be offered up to God on thisOccafion. 

And at the fame time that we rejoice^ have 
we not reafon to do it with Trembling ? When 
we confider, 

I. How many valuable Lives have been 
loft, and how much Blood has been fpilt to 
obtain this Deliverance for us 3 a Prince has 
ventured his. Nobles^ Gentlemen^ and Saints 
have ihed theirs, to enable us to rejoice this 
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i3ay: Do but think of the Tears of thofe 
whom this Rebellion has made Widows and, 
Orphai^]5, and if you have any Touches of 
Nature and Humanity ^ you will rejoice with 
Trembling. 

2. Conlider that j// Danger from our Ene- 
mies may not yet be over : The prefent 
Scheme has indeed mifcarried, and we may 
confider the Rebellion as extinguifhed : But 
Rome is rcftlefs and implacable, and we don't 
know how foon another may be formed to 
give us Difturbance again 2 Many of the Def- 
peradoes are got back to their Employers ; wd 
can't be fure the Pretender^s Son is no more ; 
or if he is^ there is another : Mtn of defperate 
Morals and Fortunes will pu(h at any thing i 
they may flatter themfelves, or their Matters^ 
that having feen the Errors they committed in 
this Attempt, they (hall avoid them in the 
next ; France is ftill our open and avowed 
Enemy, and he that has beeii the Tool 
of their Policy once^ may be fo a fecond 
time. 

3. Confidet the dark State of Affairs af this 
Time on the Continent 5 that almoft all Flan- 
ders is in the Hands of the French ; fome of 
our Allies are weak, others have been indolent^ 
and afraid to move a lland againfl thofe whom 
they have reafon always to diftriift and hate : 
When there is a Power which no Faith of 
folemn Treaties can bind, which no Miferies 
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of its Inhabitants, no Lofs of its Armies can 
difcourage; which ieems deternruned to be 
every ^bing in Europe or Nothing j any Sue-* 
ceB againft fuch a Power is Matter of rejoicings 
but we can have none^ but what obliges us to 
mix Trembling with it. 

4, Tho' we are out of the Hands of Men^ 
with regard to our late Difturbances, we arc 
ftill in Hands of God^ I mean by the Revival 
arid Raging afrefli of the Diflemper among 
the Cattle, We don't know how far this may 
fpread, and whether it may not forbode a 
Famine or a Peftilcnce among the Human 
ULind. 

5. Above all, we have reafon to rejoice with 
Tremhiingy left all our Mercies (kould do us no 
good, and when we have fung God's Praifes, 
we fliould forget his Works : This ought 
to be our Dread, left all that we have feared, 
felt and feen, and all God's Difpenfations to- 
wards us, either in the way of Affliftk>n or 
Mercy, ihould make no advantageous Change 
in the moral and religious State of the Nation : 
While under Apprehenfions aijd Fears many,like 
j4hab, fafiedy put on Sackcloth and went foftly \ 
but what if it (hould be found that the Nation 
returns to its old Courfes again ? what if the 
fame Vices fhould walk bare-faced that dki 
before, and Men ad: as if they had renewed 
the Leafe for living in the old Haunts of Im- 
purity, Luft and Debauchery, nay, and as if 

they 
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l3iey thought they were delivered to commit 
Abominations? Any Profpeft, and efpecially 
any Appearance of thefe Things, obliges us to 
rejoice ivitb Trembling v as fuch Things would 
be the moft open Defiance of God's Almighty 
Power, the moft fhameful Ingratitude to his 
Goodnefs, and what may juftly provoke him 
to renew his Vifitations of Anger, and to 
bring Calamities upon us that ihall have 
no End, but with our utter Deftrudtion, 
and blotting out our Name from under 
Heaven. 

III. I am, laftly, to (hew how the mixed 
AfFedion/of Joy with Trembling will operate 
andexpre^ themfelves to fuit the Defign of 
iucba £>ay as this. Care muft be taken that 
the Mixture be made with fuch a Proportion 
of each as becomes the Occafion, that the Joy 
doea^ not overpower the Trembling, nor the 
• Trembling the Joy ; and with this juft and 
haj^y Temperature, our Joy will be aftivc 
without Levity, and chearful without Noife ; 
and our Trembling, at the fame time that it 
is fedate and grave, will have no Tindlure of 
Melancholy and Dejedion : Our Hopes and 
Dependence on God for what is yet wanting; 
to make us quiet, eafy and fafe, will be en- 
couraged, and, at the fame time, there will 
be due Care not to forfeit what God has re- 
ftored to us the quiet and peaceable Pofleflion 
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6ft By a warmer Zeal and AfFcftion to thd 
beft of Kings, we fhall do our endeavour to 
foftcn the Cares of Royalty, and make the 
Crown quite eafy on the Head of him that 
wears it : The Refcue of our Liberties from 
the Danger they have been in, will make us 
prize them more, and, at the fame time, afraid 
of tampering with the beft Conftitution in the 
World, and turning Liberty into Licentiouf- 
nefs. Having lately had occafion to fee what 
a cruel Thing Popery is^ we fliall have the 
warmcft Deteftation of it, and never more, by 
biting and devouring, cenfuring and unchri- 
ftianizing each other, for ufing that Liberty of 
private Judgment, which was the Bafis, and is 
the Glory of the Reformation, give occafion to 
Papifts to fmile at obferving how dextrous we 
are at their Game. If any thing fliould unite 
Proteftants, it is the common Danger we have 
been in from a Power that, without forting us 
into Parties, would have cruftied and deftroyed 
us altogether : Above all, it will be our Care 
to adorn the Religion we profefs with a fuitable 
Temper and Converfation ; that the Papifts 
may not be able to retort upon us with fo 
much Severity, and too much Juftice, that all 
the boafted Purity of our Dodrine and Wor- 
(hip has contributed nothing to a greater Sanc-^ 
tity of Life and Reformation of our Manners* 
In a word, being delivered from the Hands of 
our Enemies, we fliall fcrve God without Fear 
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in Holinefs and Righteoufnefs. before him all 
the Days of our Lives. 

That this may be the EfFedl of the late 
Deliverance, on the Nation in general, and 
more efpecially on each of us, God of his 
infinite Mercy grant, through Jefus Chrift.
